For any proposed survey requiring OPA review, the following must be submitted:

1. Survey Supporting Statement: Document to provide details related to the survey, including its
methodology, sample and data collection plan.

2. Survey Instrument/Questionnaire, Focus Group Guides, Interview Scripts
3. Survey Communications (e.g., Recruitment Materials)

4.  Survey Web Screens, Informed Consent, Privacy Advisories, Frequently Asked Questions (FAQs)

for statistical compilations for research or policy assessment purposes.
